Eiiteribg i^ the gate of the ExMbition Grounds, the first object 
of interest is, of course, the Exhibition Buildings, known more 
faimliady fuTihe Oaxgi!!!. Paulox. Weareindebt^i^ the '< Handf 
Book of Toronto " for the following elaborate description of the 
Building ; 

The palace is cmoifonn in style, the main body of it forming a parallel- 
ogram 266 feet in length, an<} 9afe^t in widih{*^with two central projec- 
tions in the north and south pa^lels, 16 feet by 64 feet, and 16 feet by 44 
feet» giying and extreme width of 144^ feet^ which ^indudes a coyered en- 
trance or porch in the so^ihero frbioi 16 by BSt feet. There are four 
entrance doors, one in the centre of eaob parallel The total area under the 
roof is jmwfi:^ of. 8j|»280 superficial feet, wbiqk indudlgj a spaQe of 1,8^0 
supd^w Aiet,\ oe^red % lour spacious stalirs leading to Ae gi^ery. 
The superficial extent of the gallery is estimated at 11,000 feet; the 
extreme heis|ht froip the ^ound floor to t^e central r^of is ,65 fpet The 
'walls are chiefly ^ctt^ itou yd .Sflfi0» after .the di^lgn iu a^coiiiderably 
modified sense, ol^ the Crystal t^amce of 1861. The glare of the circular 
tin roof reUeyes the eye a little as you approach ; but the buildipg looks 
yery Ui||K| sad^ if cm^.downjlj the superinoimibei^ mass of root .

As already stated, ther^^alls are chieflj cas^.irdn and glass. They are

inobee by lOf . The interior of the building is divided by columns reaching- 
from the.floor'to the rooi^ and forming a oave, with northern atkl southern ' 
tri^eptp, 4qcI two (Mitended aisles. Thes^ aisles are again divided long}* <' 
tudinally by two rows of columns, forming a central parallelogram 80 'feet } 
by 82 feet, and two side ones 80 feet by 16 feet. The nave is 64 feet 
square within the columns, and is lighted by a window in the roof .2? feet 
squats, with taperihg lights 84 imdies long each. ' The transepts are 64 
f«et by 16 feet each. In the easteiii corner of the nort3bet» transept there 
is a saloon 16 feet square fitted up fbr the accommodation of the Jadies in 
attendance at the euiibition ; in the western corner, there is an .^ffice of 
similar dimensions for the Secretary ; and in the centre of this same tran- 
sept an orchestra 82 feet'by 20 is erected, having a se^-circular frdnt' of

The work altogether reflects the utmost cfed^t upon the enteprising firm 
of Smith, Burke <& Oo., npt^only lor ii&suWIan&iar appearance but for the 
expedition displayed in its construction On the 22nd of May the tenders 
were received by the Qoiiin^ittee, apd.on <b« ^th of September, a little over 
three months, tlie building was ^en off their hands. It ia in fact one of 
the few public works constructed in Toronto to the spirit and letter of the 
contract, without the slightest s^$ipe/or.eye& t|)f suspicion of a^'o6. Had 
the Committee been able to expend anoUier thousand pounds or so in ele- 
vating the glass walls, or ip hv£i^mgj[h^ spUd. maisive roof, it %rould have 
heightened the efl'ect of fiiei^bmlS&^ donsidera^y. As it is, they have 
made a great step in advance of anything hitherto connected with the 
display of our arts and manufactures, ^^d when the Oity of Toronto gets 
somewhat relieved from its burthensome'debt, something more magnificent, 
I have no doubt, will be achieved.

Mr. Wm. H. Rice, of Toronto, excelled in wire work, one of the best spe- 
cimens of which was an iogemous rat-trap, well calculated to deceive the 
most waiy of those very troublesome customers. Mr, Rice also nhewed 
wire doth and wire hoop of capital workmanship. Mr. D. R. Wallace, of 
Montreal, a sewing madune. Mr. H. Yates, ^ Brantford, a slide vaive 
indicator for a locomotiye. Mfxed oils — ^both vegetable and animal-^ so as 
to oonstitate what the exhibitor denominated ** anti-friction grease," were 
shewn by Mr. Joseph Archer, of Toronto, who states that they neither 
freeze on the machitiery in winter nor drop off it during the hottest days 
of summer — ^a rare combination of qualities. Mr. Israel Seaman shewed a 
good rotatory grain separator, and also a bran duster and smut mill. Mr. 
Gea Oampbell, of Toronto, blacksmith's portable iron forges. A new sew- 
ing machine — an improvement on the many improvements made on stitch- 
ing machinery sioce the ** song of ihe shirt" saw the light — ^was busily at 
work under &e direction of Messrs. Butler & Oa, of Newmarket, its inveii- 
ventors. It is designed for family use, and does single stitching in a man- 
ner which is almost faultless, jfr. John O'Malley, of Toronto, a shingle 
ed^g machine. Mr. John Gkirtshaw, of Dandas, specimens of finishing 
in iron. We arrive next at the north-east comer of the Palace, which is 
largely occupied by the goods of Messrs. Thomson, Keith <& Oo., Toronto. 
The ^ef articles in tiie space allotted to them are a gasometer and fit- 
tings, employed in the manufacture of gas from rosin oil, and which it pro- 
duces at $2 per 1000 feet. If applied to detached country dwellings, it 
would entirely relieve the inmates thereof of the miseries incident U> a 
state of semi-darkness during our long winter nights. It might be also 
used with advantage and profit in some of the imperfectly lighted hotels 
with which the Province abounds. The same firm also exhibited a fine 
aseortment of chandeliers, and some very excellent baths, <&c. Mr. Wm. 
Hodson, of Toronto, brought specimens of handiwork in the shape of win- 
dow sashes, doors, blinds, <fec., whose chief merit were that they had been 
made to assume a beautifully smooth sur&ce without the aid of sand 
paper. Mr. Wm. Tait^ of Duart, a set of agricultural rakes and forks. 
O. K. Parkes, of Toronto, wood turnings. The prisoners in the Penitentiary 
at Kingston sent the results of tiieir industry in the form of rakes and 
cradles and washingboards, all of whidi were very creditable specimens 
of workmanship. The goods were shewn by Messrs. Thomson k Burns, 
Toronto, u^ents for Messrs. Drummond <& Co., Kingston.

Opposite to the eastern entrance were many specimens of material in 
iron of vory creditable workmanship, by Messrs. Charles Vale & Oo., 
Tonmto. l!nere were cast iron columns and ornaments, used in the build- 
hig of houses, ornamental railings, stoves of every description, and castings 
for plumbers, such as have hitherto been imported, but which are now 
made in Toronto. Mr. Vale supplied tiie castings for the new building of 
Messrs. Nordheimer, in this city, and also for the Roasin Hou«e, and is an 
excellent man of business. Messrs. D. Moore & Co. exhibited a well- 
arraujged cooking stove and fumitbre, with patent damper for throwing the 
heat into any part of the stove in which it may be required. In close 
proximity to the stoves and rifles are samples of gunpowder sent by the 
Canada Powder Company, Hamilton, and m the same locality, circular and 
other saws imported from Messrs. Campbell & Jones, the manufacturers, 
at Montreal, by Messrs. Rice Lewis <fe Son, Toronto. 

Crossing over to the south side of the same wing, and starting from the 
transept eastward, we begin with the stand occupied by Messrs. Wiman <& 
Co., news agent, King street, in which telegraph instruments are in opera- 
tion, communicating with their store in the city, and thence with the 
46,000 miles of wire in America and the 55,000 miles in Europe—that is 
pesuming that the AtUmtic Cable is in working order. Messages are sent 
to and frran the city free of charge. There is also here one of Ruggles' 
card machines at work under the direction of Mr. Blackburn, printer, of 
this city. Taking another step onwards we come upon McLean's " wonder- 
ful vegetable preparations for the cure of blindness, deafness, lameness, 
puns, sprains, bruises,'' and for all the other ills to which flesh is heir. 
Messrs. Dodgsoo, ^bield, and Morton, who occupy the next stand, sell 
physie of a rather beUer sort. They have two entries, one of which is de- 
voted to biscuits, the other to wedding and other cakes^ and confectionery 
generally. Their collection of delicate edibles is the largest in the builcf- 
ing.

Kerr, Streetsville* There are several improvements in tMs madifue noi to 
be seen in those of older date. It is weu adapted for Ohendcal, Me^itdal, 
and experimental purposes. Dr. Cadwell, Toronto, has on eiiiibition; a 
brass air-pump, for the relief of persons afflicted' with deafness, and a 
number of artificial eyes, mauu&ctured in Paris. A si^endid model of 
the proposed Georgian Baj Canal, by Mr. K- Tulty, dhowu^ the proposed 
route of the canal, and giving a verv clear idea of the country through 
which the canal is to pass, marking the ^agineeriiuf^difficulties to be en- 
countered, is on exhibition. The canal WLu'be onenundred miles in length, 
commencing at the Biver Hun^bw, on Lake Ontario, with a branch to the 
River Don, and an eastern eflti*dnce at Ashbridge's Bay, from thence pass- 
ing through, the Holland Elver, into Lake Simcoe, twenty-three miles of 
th& beautiful Lake being available for a Ship Canal. Leaving Lake .^im- 
coe at Kempenfeldt Bay, the proposed Oanal enters the Nottawasaga River, 
near the point where the Northern Railroad crosses ^a^ . Ri^er, an^ from 
thence to Lake Huron, which route can e&^y be t^4<i, hy reference to 
the model.

HISTORICAL AND DESCRIPTIVE SKETCH OF THE CITY OP 
TORONTO. 

In the oompilatioQ of a Hand Book for the use of the thousands of 
visitors whom the attractions of our Annual Provincial Fair have tliis year 
assembled in the good City of Toronto, it is but fitting that some prominence 
should be given to an account of the city itself, in which not only its own 
people but the inhabitants of the whole Province have an interest, as being 
the capital of Upper Canada, and at present the Seat of the Provincial 
Qovemment and Legislature. 

Sixty-five years ago, the site of the present City of Toronto was covered 
bv the primeval forest, its only human tenants being two or three families 
of wandering savages who had happened to select the spot for the erection 
of their temporary wig-wams. Now, instead of the two or three families of 
Indians we find a prosperous and enterprising community of fifty thousand 
souls, possessed of all the comforts and appliances of modern civiiizatien 
and refinement — and, instead of the sombre forest, the most wealthy and 
populous city of Upper Canada, with streets and private dwellings and 
puolic edifices that will compare favorably with those of many other cities 
whidi have had centuries for their development. For its rapid rise to its 
present eminence Toronto is almost exclusively indebted to its admirable 
commercial position, its advantages in that respect having been appreciated 
by the far-seeing sagacity of Governor Simcoe, when selecting the site for 
a capital, and having been since turned to the best account by the perse- 
vering industry and energy of its inhabitanta In 1791, when the former 
F4t)vince of Quebec was (fivided into the Provinces of Upper and Lower 
Canada, Upper Canada contained about 10,000 inhabitants, chiefly loyalists, 
who, on the United States throwing off allegiance to Great Britain, had 
sought new homes in the wilds of Canada, where, though deprived of many 
oon^oFts, th^ might yet have the satisfaction of feeling tbat thev maintained 
hiviolate their loyalty to their Sovereign, and preserved their connection 
with the loved mother country. In 11 W General Simcoe was appointed 
Lieutenant Gtovemor of Upper Canada, and in the summer of that year 
arrived in the colony. In the first instance the Qovemment was established 
at Niagara, and there the first Legislature of Upper Canada was ooQvened 
on the 17th September, 1792. It was seen, however, that from its position 
on the frontier, Niagara was not well adapted for being the Seat of 
Government, and one of the first subjects which occupied the attention of 
, Governor Simcoe, was the selection of another site for a capital. On this 

Snhl; he very soon came into collision with the views of, the Governor 
eneral, Lord Dorchester, who was in favor of making Kingston the 
capital, on account of its proximity to Lower Canada, which he regarded 
as a matter of the first importance, with a view to trade, and also to its 
capabilities of defence, as in the event of an invasion, troops from Lower 
Canada, could be more readily forwarded to Kingston than to a more 
westerly point. Governor Simcoe, however, had visited Torobto Harbour, 
and had traversed' the route thence to Penetanguishcne bn the Georgian 
Bay. He perceived that that was thd most advantageous roiite for the 
tim exLitixig North West trade^— the vast development of which sitio^^

Finally the Iiientenant Governor's, views prevailed, and ti^e site for a town 
having been surveyed on the margin of the Toronto Bay, hia first step 
there^ter was to commence the construction of a road (Yonge Street) to 
Jjftke Sxmepe. In re<9eji;i:^ years, the idea which thiiis originated with our first 
Governor, has been completely carried out, by, the conBtruQt^on of. ^he 
Northern Railroad to. Oolhn|;wopd, and a. very few years more wijj probably 
witness its crowning reaiizatioh in the Georgian Bay Bhip Canal, an 
enterprise in which Chicago, Milwaukee, i^d other cities of the Great West, 
which have all sprung up long after Bimcoe's time, take, as deep an intec^t 
as do the citizens of Toronto, its destined terminus. 

The very nes^t year after hia assumption of the Government of Upper 
Ganadlb General Sbicoe ordered the survey of Toronto Harbour, and 
entrusted the task to Colonel Couchette, the Surveyor General of Loiter 
C^iada» who givea us our first historical glimpse of Toronto in the foUowlj^g 
passage: 

"It fell to my lot to make the first survey of York Harbour in 1798. 
Lieut. Governor, the late General Simcoe, who then resided at I^avy Hall, 
Niagara, haviii^ Ibrmed extensive plans for the improvement of the Colony, 
had resolved upon laying the foundation of a P^vincial capital. I was at 
that period in the naval service of the lakes, and the survey of Toronto 
[York] Harbour was entrusted by his Excellency to my performance. I 
still distinctly recollect the untamed aspect which the country exhibited, 
when first I entered the beautiful basin which thus became the scene of my 
early hydrographical operations. Dense and trackless forests lined the 
margin of the lake, a^ reflected theii^invert^d images in its glassy surface. 
The wandering savage had oonstructed his ephemeral habitation beneath 
i ^«if Imwifint foliage-— the group then cqpt^ipg of twp Hamjihefi of Ms- 
•ai^a&^aiid the Bay and nefghbouriog marshes, were the huh^rto nmn- 
vaded haunts of wild fowl ; indeed diey were so abundant as in some 
measmcetq annoy us during the n%ht. ' li the spring fpllowiog, the Lieut 
Governor removed to t^e site of the new Capi tar, attended by the regiment 
of Queen's Raiders, and commenced at once the realization of his favourite 
project. His Excellency inhabited^ during the summer and through the 
winter, a canvas house which he imported expressly for the occasion ; but, 
firail as was its pi^hf tance, it was rendered e^QeedingJj comfortable, and

ment Buildings at York, 09 ft- aHe at ^e loot ol what is now Parliament 
street, adjoining the place where the present gaol stands. In 1795, the Due 
de Rochefoucauld was in Upper Canada, and in his published Travels, 
alludes to a visit paid to York by some of his companions. He says :— 

"During our stay at Navy Hall, Messrs. Du Petit Thouars and G-uille- 
mard, took the opportunity of the return of a gun-boa4 to pay a visit to 
York. Indolence, courtesy towat-ds the Govetnor, (with whom the author 
was then residing at Navy Hall) and the conviction that I would meet with 
few objects of interest in that place, combined to dissuade me from this 
journey. My friends informed me on their return, that this town, which 
the Qovemor had fixed upon as the capital of Upper Canada, has a fine 
extensive bay, detaehed from the lake h|r a tongue of land of unequal 
breadth, being in some places a mile, in oflters only six score yards broad ; 
that the entrance of thb bay, about a mile in width, is obstructed in the 
middle by a shoal or sand bank, the narrow passages on each side of which 
may be easily defended by works erected on the two points of land at the 
entrance, on which two block houses have already been constructed ; that 
this bay is two miles and a half long, and a mile wide ; and that the ele- 
vation of its banks greatly increases its capability of defence by fortifloa- 
tioDs thrown up at convenient points.. 

** There have not been more than a dozen houses built hitherto in York, 
and these are"^ situated on the inner extremity of the bay, near the river 
Don. The inhabitants, it is said, do not possess the fairest character. One 
of them is the noted Batzy, the leader of the German families, whom Cap- 
tain Williamson accuses the English of decoying away from him, in order 
to injure and obstruct the prosperity of lus settlement. The barracks 
which are occupied by the Governor's Regiment, stand on the bay near the 
lake,' about two miles from the town. The Indians are for 150 miles round 
the .scde neighbours of York.** 

Sixty-three years have elapsed, and now in the district 160 miles rOund 
the city, those Indians have been replaced by upwards of a million of as 
enterprising people as are to be found on the surface of the globe, of 
which the Exhioition of the products of their industry and skill now 
being held in Toronto, itself furnishes ample proof^while in place of the 
dozen families of doubtful character, who were the first residents, we have 
now a busy population, double that of any other city in Upper Canada, 
and in point of honourable reputation second to none. In 1804, a census 
of the inhabitants was taken, and it was found that they numbered 456. 
At that time the town was bounded by Berkeley street on the east, Lot, 
now Queen street, on the north, and New, now Nelson street, on the west. 
In 1806, Tqroitto or York was visited by George Heriot, Esq., Deputy 
Postmaster General of British North America, and from the terms in 
whldi he speal^ of it in his ^^Tratels through the Canadas'', it appears 
that it had then made considerable progress. He says : — " Many houses 
display a considerable degree of taste. The advancement of this place to 
its present condition has be^n effected witifin the lapse of six or seven 
years, and persons who have formerly travelled in this part of the country, 
are impressed with sentioseota of wonder, on beholding a town which may 
be termod handsome, reared as if by. eoGhantmenet in the midst of a wilder-

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bitildiiigB of briok, at ihe ea^Urb extremity of the town, whieh had bMa 
desigDM as wings to a centre, and which were occupied as chambers for 
the Upper and Lower House of Assembly. In 1807» the inhabitants nnm- 
beied 1068^ and continued slowly to increase till 1818, when the American 
wal* brought calamities on the town, from the disastrous e&iects of which it 
i^ok several years to recover, so that in 1821, the population amounted 
only to 1669. On the 2'7th April, 1818, York was attacked by the Ameri- 
can flee^ w4tii a force of about 2,600 men, under General Dearborn. These 
were landed at the extreme westerly end of the Gkrrison Conmion, not- 
withstanding the opposition of a haooful of militia, and about 200 regulars 
of the 8f^ regiment. When the Americans approached the Garrison, the 
powder ma^zine was blown up< by order of the British commander, the 
explosion killing and wounding some three hundred of the assailants. 
They succeeded, however, in taking possession of the town and destroyed 
a^ we:pablio buildioflps, but by a capitulation made by Lieutenant Oolpnal 
Chew6tt and Major Allan, the private property of the citizens was protected. 
On the 81st July following, a body of American troops again landed at 
York, and plundered the stores of all valuables worth carrymg otL 

In 1821, when the town had begun to recover from these disasters, it 
was visited by Mr. Talbot, the au^or of some works of travel. He says 
the public emfices at that time were a Protestant Episcopal Church— ^a 
Tr^KSisb biiilding with a wooden belfry — a Roman Oatholio Ohapel, a brick 
building not then completed, but intended to be '^ very magnificent** (the 
present St PauPs Church on Power Street)— « Presbyterian Meeting 
House (a brick building, occupying the site of what is now Knox's 
Qhurch)-— a Methodist Meeting Mouse, situated in a field, nearly on the 
tiliasent site of the Globe Office — ^tbe Hospital (the brick building on King 
Street, now known as the Old Hospitid, and occupied as Government 
Offices) which Talbot describes as the most important building of the 
Province, ** bearing a very fine exterior** — ^the Parliament Honse, a brick 
buildinff erected in 1S20 on the former site, and destroyed by fire in 1824 
^HMd tne residence of the Lieutenant Governor, a wooden building, " ii^o- 
Hot to several private houses of the town, pai'ticularly that of Rev. Dr. 
Strachan," says Talbot The streets, he adds, are regularly laid out» 
but ** only- one of them is in a finished state, and in wet weather those of 
them which are unfinished are if possible more muddy than the streets of 
Kingston.** 

In 1880, the population of York was 2860, and from that time forward 
the town has progres8ed.rapidly, without once suffering any material cheek. 
The increase <$f population in 1881 was upwards of a uiousand; in the 
next year, 1686 ; in 1888, the increase was only 689, the cholera of 1882 
having committed sad ravages. In 1884, a strong tide of emig^tion 
Itt^ng no'^ sejt in towards C^ada, the population amounted to 9264. . In 
wA ^ear the town was incorporated as a city, and itci name cnanged to 
Toronto, the old Indian name, said to signify *'a place of meeting,** the 
Peninsula between the Bay and the Lake miving in former times been the 
rendezvous of the Grand Council of the Lidian tribes. At the first meeting 
of the City Council on the 8rd of April, 1884, Wul Lyon Mackenrie, Ssq., 
was elected thd first Ifiayor of Toronto. I^e first assessment made by the 
new oounoil for canying out necessary improvements was at the rate of five

fiK)m the fotibdation of the town the rate iiad never exceeded a penny in 
the pound. In the present year, 1858, ihe rate is 28. lid., in the pound, 
the assessed annnal value of property being £5Q1,806, whUe in 1848 it 
was £121,913, and in 1838, £73,289. 

In 1838, the population of Toronto had risen to 12,571. In 1841, it 
ceased to be the seat of GovemmeDt^ Kingston od the consummation of 
the Union beoommg the temporary capital of United Canada, but the pros^ 
perity of the City was now too stable to be affected by the withdrawal of 
me Governor and the Oovemment ofBdals, and in 1842 the population was 
found to number 15,836. In 1848 it had ris^n to 23,503. In 1849, on the 
adoption of the system of alternate Parliaments, Toronto again became the 
seat of Government. In 1851 the Government removed to Quebec, but 
in October 1855, returned to Toronto, where it has since remained. In 
January, 1852, when the last Provincial census was taken, the {>opuIation 
of Toronto had increased to 30,763, and in July, 1856, by a special censuef 
it was found to have increased to 41,760. If a similar rate o( increase has- 
been preserved, the number dow» in September, 1858, caimoi be short of 
50,000. 

Having^thus sketched as fully as bur limits will permit the history of 
Toronto, and its growth from small beginnings to its present position, it 
remains to give a brief description of the dty as it now is, with notices of 
the priucip^ buildings, charitable and other institutions, etc 

In the atuation of Toronto, with the exception of the beautiful bay in 
front of the City, and the hilly grounds on the West of the Don, there is 
nothing of the picturiesque. As we have said, it owes the progress it has 
made, almost entirely to its advantageous commercial portion, whi<^ was 
the <^ef circumstance that originally weighed with Governor Simcoci in 
selecting this as a site for the capital of Upper Canada. The dty is 
built on a slope, rising with a very slight inclination from the Bay, suffi- 
cient to secure its salubrity, and to admit of a complete system of sewerage, 
bat' not enough to allow its arcfaitecturail beautaes to be seen to much 
advantage,, or to gratify the lesthetic taste which would be dispbsed to 
seek on the shores of Lake Ontario for a parallel to the grand old Cities 
of Europe. In this cduntiy the SBsthetic has always been made to >^ield 
to the useful, and it is Wt that principle that the chief City of Upper 
OttDftda has been located {^ongside the Don Iforshes, rather than among 
the* enchanting beauties of the Thoueand Islands, or within view of the world's 
eighth wonder, the resounding Falls of Niagara. The ciiij^ens of Toronto^ 
therefore, do not feel indiinea to quarrel with their lot, in having among 
their immediate surroundings none of nature's master^pieoes of Bfienery. 
While not ihdifierent to these, they yet can dispense with them for the 
sake of those more substantial advantages, of which they have reaped and 
are still reapng the benefit. 

By the diart^ of 1884, the City of Toronto and Liberties were made to 
extend northward from the Bay If miles, by 3^ miles ]^t and. West 
The City jurisdiction extends over7,60O a^res, as follows : The City itself; 
1,100 acres ; City liberties, 2,700 ; the City Park at the CkHnriaon Oom^ 
moD, 800 ; Toronto Bay and Harbour, 1,800 ; Ashbridge's Bay, 900 ; tlie 
IsUnd, 700.

St MiehaePt 
Cathedral, at the oemei* of Ohuroh and Shuter streets, the darkest church in 
Toronto, being able to accommodf^ 8,000 persons. It is in the early deco- 
, rated style of English-gothic architecture, is built of white brick, with cut 
^tone dressings, and is 200 feet in length by 90 in width ; with the tiiui- 
septs, it has a total width of 115 feet, exterior dimensions. The height of 
the nave is 66 feet The cost of the building which, (with the exception 
of the spire) Was completed in 1847, Wa8-£20',QOO. The tower and spire 
will be 216 feet in, height. The third Roman Catholic Church is /8[^ Mary\ 
on Bathurst street, at the Western extremity of Adelaidej a 'plain but 
somewhat capacious structure.

ereoled'at a cost of £8,500. Queen Stfeet Chapel^ a laige and .handscgue 
building in the Kbrman style, u€al' Bi'ock stree^ opened in January, 1867. 
Torkville Church, a handsome white brick edifice, with a spire, opened in 
1854V «<»6ti J84,4pO. . j^w. Street Qfiapel, <japable Of seAting 900 persons; 
opened in April, 1865. 

The Methodist JYiw.ConMxian Church is. situated in Temperance street^ 
and is a handsome gothic structure, 45 feet by 85 ; opened for public wor- 
. ship in . December, 1 846. 

T&i4 jPrimiiive Metkodi^t Church is situatied 5ii Alio^ street— is 70 fe^Jby 
'48, and ^7 feet in lieight, with a tower 90 fe^t high. It was opened" in 
1865, and cost £8,^00. ». 

Four bo^es of Presbytepiana bare dmrdUe^ iu Toropta. St Andrew^

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building is 260 feet in length, and the West side 200 feet. The general 
style is Norman, but to the unscientifio eye, the chief oh&racteiistio of the 
building seems to be variety, the idea apparently having been to bring a 
number of styles of architecture into one massive structure. The w^clii* 
teots are Messrs. Cumberland and Storm. 

The University classes are at present accommodated in a small build- 
ing at the head of the College Avenue,*to the East of which is a wing of 
the University Buildings, as designed in the year 1842. This is a stmo- 
ture of the Grecian Doric style, and cost £16,000, having been designed 
as the South-East wing of the complete buildings. The design, how- 
ever, was abandoned, and the builoing is now occupied by the female 
patients of the Provincial Lunatic A^limi. 

A little to the North of the new U Diversity Buildings is the Magnetic 
and Meteorological Observatory, which was foxmded by the Imperial 
Gk>yemment in 1840, as one of a chain of Observatories, designed to place 
tiie science of Meteorology on a scientific basis. The /observations are at 
present superintended by Professor Kingston^ 

Trinity College, in connection with the Church of England, situated on 
the North side of Queen street, near the exhibition grounds, is a handsome 
building of the third period of pointed English architecture, which pre- 
vailed in the 14th and 15th centuries. It was built of white brick at a 
cost of £8,000, and was inaugurated on the 15th January, 1852. Front, 
250 feet in length. 

Knox's College, the Theological Institute of the Presbyterian Church of 
Canada, is conducted in Elmsle;^ Villa, on Grosvenor street^ North of the 
College Avenue, a building which was occupied by the Governor General, 
froml849tol851. 

St. Michael's College, the Roman Catholic educational institute, is a fine 
buil^g recently erected on Clover Hill, between the City and YorkyHle. 
Its form is an irregular quadrangle, measuring 250 feet by 200. It has 
been built at a cost of £20,000. 

Upper Canada College was founded in the year 1829, and endowed by 
the Provincial Government The College buildings, wlii<^ are situated 
between Elng and Adelaide streets, West of Simcoe, were erected in 
1880. The average attendance of students is upwards of 200. 

llie buildings of the Normsd and Model Schools are among the finest in 
Toronto. They are situated on Gould street, and were erected in 1851*2 
at a cost of £25,000, including the site. The principal Normal School 
building is 184 feet frontage, by a depth on the flanks. East and West, 
of 86 feet The front is in the Roman Doric order of architecture, llie 
number of students in attendance, for the purpose of being qualified as 
teachers, is nearly 150, and the course of instruction is earned on under 
the superintendence of the Educational Department of Upper Canada, 

The Common Sdbod buildmgs of Toronto are in every war creditable 
to the City. The six principal Schools are situated on Geors e, Louisa, John, 
Phoebe, and Victoria streets, and one m the Park, having been erected at 
a total cost, induding the price of sites, of £16,000.

Th« St. Lawrence Hall, one of the most handsome edifices in the City, 
built in the Bfofket Sqi^)^; xni fpoti^^ou Kiag ^r^e^ was ereoted in the 
year I860.n The frootag#isl40*fcfet m exten!t, by- 76 feet in depth. The 
entrance to the St. Lawrence Hall Market, in the rear, which deserves a 
visit fri^m the straiig«r8-w]h^,n<iw ^roa^ our City^ is t)ie centre of the 
fronla^. 'The Hall, wHchn the chief palace in Toronto for public meet- 
ings, and exhibition?, will Jipld aboi^t SQQ persons seated, being 100 feet in 
length, by 88 feet. ^ inches wide,4iKl zi^mei bigb.- The cost of the build- 
ing was £6,600, and of the St. Lawrence Market £7,000. 

The County Gaol is situated at the foot of Berkeley Street, having been 
tfOetedin.^^^O, At a oMtof £ld,000< 

The County Court House is> situated on Adelaide Street, between St. 
Andrew's Church and the Wesleyan Church. It was erected in 1862-63 
at a cost of £8,660. The Qourv^ <Doppci,l have a small but elegant chamber 
for their meetings in thJs bullinng. * '•' • -' 

Osgoode Hall, the place where the Supreme Courts of Upper Canada 
hold their sitting, is finefy situated.- on Queen Si^eot, at the head of York 
Street Extensive improvements on the building are now in progress. 
. '£iie new Hospital, which was ^opened for the reception of patients- in 
October, 1866, is in the eastern {)art of the City> on the Don ana Danforth 
Road, East of Parliament Street. It is a massive structure, occupying a 
quadnmgular space of llO feetr^ 130, and was built at a cost of £17,000, 

The.Brovin^ial Lunatic Asj^ium, a building, o/ immense sizot but unfor- 
tunately atSl ^c^ small to acconii^ddate. ^e ubliappy class fbr whose 
benefit it is designed, immediately adjoins the Exhibition grounds, in the 
■jyesj,ern part of the City. The. present building was commenced in 1846, 
4fa'd has been completed at a cost of £66,600. The largest number of 
patients in the Asylum at one time was 188, in the year 1863. 

The House, pf rrovid^ice,- oi^ Power, Street^ a Roman Catholic institu- 
tion fatfefif^ed as an hospiM fbr the sick,* ft home fbr destitute orphafis, Ac, 
i^an.eztenuve building, erected last year, its dimensions being 220 feet 
front, by 180 feet rear. Its cost, wh^n the whole design is completed^ 
will be about £24,000. 

' -Thi'M^dh&nloe'Iriifitute U a^e buildkig erected: in 1664, at tHe corner 
of Adelaide and Church Streets^ at a eOst of £10,000. It is at present 
occupied by the Government as Offices, and the members of the Institute 
continue to use their old building on Court Street. The building contains 
alarge music hall, 76 feet by 56. ; 

The Post Office is a handsome structure on Toronto Street, built in 1862, 
in the Greek Ionic style of architecture, having a frontage of 48 feet with 
a depth of 90. 

The Custom Hou&e, a building ra the Doric style, and erected in 1846, 
is situated at the coirtier of Front and Yonce Streets. 

' The Toronto EiChange, on Wellington Street, West of Church Street, 
was built in 186?i, at a cost of£16,*700. As its name Implies, it is- the 
place where the commerciitl *m^n df ^e City meet to transact business, 
andU-eentaiiisiiUoaiiexeeUeiktrNews Room, a number of private offices, 
committee' rooms, the Board of Trade rooms, the Telegraph Office, <fec.

The priticipAl Bank buildlDgs are the Bank of Upper Canada, at the 
eoraer of Duke and George St^ets, hnilt in 1826,— the Oommercial Bank, 
a fine building on Wellington Street, opposite Melinda Street, — the Bank 
of Montreal, oot^ eomer of Yonge and Front Streets — and the Bank of 
British North Ameriea on the corner of Yonge and Wellington Streets. 

Onr spaee beine limited^ we haye only been able to enamerate a few of 
the principal public works and buildings in Toronto, worthy of the atten- 
tion of onr yisitors, and haye been compelled to omit particulars regarding 
the Esplanade, a rail and road way, a hundred feet in width, extending 
ak»g me whole front of the City, and constructed for the corporation at 
the cost of £160,000; the Water Works; the Gas Works; our efficient 
Fire Company, <feo. ; or to particularize any of the buildings put up by 
priyate enterprise, which are an ornament to our City ; among the most 
recent of these being the Nordheimer buildings on Toronto Street, near 
the Post Office, a structure of great elegance, and the Romaia buildings on 
Kinff Street. Public and private enterprise in Toronto haye always cone 
hand in hand, and now the value of the whole property of the City 
amounts to the good round sum of £8,868,441, or 188,458,766, bemg 
made up of real property, 128,881,966, and personal property $4,621,800. 

THE RAILROADS. 

The Railroads now converging in Toronto, place our City m ealy com- 
munication with all parts of Canada and tne continent, and have all a 
common terminus at the foot of York Street. The Grand Trunk East has 
a length of 626 miles from Portland ; the distances being — Portland to 
Montreal, 292 miles; Montreal to Toronto, 888 miles. The Grand Trunk 
West is completed as far as London, a distance of 125 miles. Including 
the Quebec and Richmond and St Thomas branches, there are now com- 
pleted and in operation 895 miles of the Grand Trunk. At Stratford the 
Grand Trunk connects with the BuffiUo and Lake Huron, maldngthe 
railroad distance from Toronto to Goderich 188 miles. The Ontario, Sim- 
coe and Huron Railroad has a length of ninety-four miles from Colling- 
wood to Toronto. The Great Western branch to Hamilton is thirty-eight 
miles in length, making a distance of ^24 miles to Detroit^ and eighty-one 
to Niagara Falls, from Toronto, via Hamilton and the Great Western^ B 

STEAMBOATS. 

As onr railroad system has become more perfect and complete, the 
steamboat interest has for the time at least proportionably suffered, so 
that onr harbour is not now so much frequented as it was two or three 
years ago. The principal lines of steamers from Toronto are the following : 

The American Express line, consbting of the splendid steamers yew 
York and Northerner, leave Toronto daily for Cape Vincent and Ogdens- 
burg, connecting with Unes to Mcmtreal, Quebec, Saratoga, Boston, etc 
The KetD York, of 1200 tons, is the largest and most completely equipped 
steamer on Lake Ontario.

From its commencement 
itibas occupied the position of a Conservative organ, but during the last 
two or three years it has become proverbial for the frequency with which 
it has changed sides in politics. At present, under me management of 
Daniel Morrison, Esq., editor and proprietor, it is giving the existing 
Administration a modified support. Circulation : 6228. 

The Leader^ commenced in 1852, and issued as a daily since 1853, is 
published by tiames Beaty, Esq. Dditor : Charles Lindsay, Esq. In 
politics it is Ministerial, having supported every Administration (except 
the Brown-Dorion) that has held office since it was started. Circulation : 
6*728. 

"TiiQ Atldt was started a few months ago (during a temporary change of 
the Colonist to the Opposition side) as a Conservative organ of the 
Adn^nistration . It is published by Thompson & Co., at one period pub- 
Ushers of the Colonist. lEditor : Hamilton Hunter, Esq. Circulation: 3648. 

The other papers published in Toronto are the Christian Guardian^ 
weekly, the organ of the Wesleyan Methodist Conference, commenced in 
1828; the Mirror aud the Freeman, weekly, Roman Catholic ; the Old 
Countryman^ published by Mr. Hope, at irregular intervals ; the Message^ 
published by W. L. Mackenzie, Esq., also, for the present, at irregular 
^^epvad^;' i^e^Ecko, weekly, in connection with the Church of England.

HISTORY OP THE AORIOITLTURAL ASSOCIATION OP UPPER 
CANADA 

The Agrieultnral Assoeiation of Upper Canada was organised in the 
year 1846, and the first Proyincial Exhibition was held under its auspices 
at Toronto, in the autumn of that year. Canada being primarily and 
essentially an asfricultural oountiy, a number of District Agricultnnl 
Associations had been in existence for many years prior to that period, and 
the first proyincial enactment in aid of such organizations was passed in 
the year 1880. This Act proTided that " when aoy Agricultural Society 
for tiie purpose of importing valuable live stock, grain, grass seeds, useful 
implement^ or whatever else might conduce to the improvement of Agri- 
ouUure in this Province, shall be established in any district of the said 
Province, ** and should have subscribed a sum of not less than £60 for such 
purposes, it should receive from the Government a sum of £100 annually, 
so long as it continued to raise by subscription such sum of £50. An Act 
passed in 1887 reduced the sum necessary to be subscribed by the local 
society to £26, and authorized the Gk>vemment to pay to the society 
double the amount so subscribed, provided that the annual sum to be 
granted to each district should not exceed £200. Another Act, passed In 
1846, ffftve Government aid to the extent of tr^le the amount of the local 
snbscnptions, provided the amount so granted should not exceed £250, 
annually, in any one district. 

After these Townships and County Agricultural Sodeties, thus helped 
on by the fostering hand of the Government, had been for a number of 
years in successful operation, it was felt that as the Province was becoming 
more settled and improved, and the means of intercommunication between 
the different districts better established, a Society, which should embrace 
the whole Province, and which should brine its leading agriculturists and 
the finest tamples of its products periodicalhr t(^ether to one place, ought 
to be established. In the Cultivator for «fune, 1848, this was stronffly 
ni^ed in a letter f^om Hon. Adam Ferguoson, and the matter continued to 
be discussed in the pages of that journal and otherwise. On the 6th of 
November of that ^rear, a public meeting was held in Toronto, at which a 
number of influential persons were i>resent, and resolutions were passed in 
&vour of the establishment of a Provincial Agricultural Association. This 
meeting, however, led to no immediate result, but in 1846 the matter was 
a^^ain taken up. On the 18th May of that year, at a meeting of the Home 
District Society, a resolution in f&vor of caUing a general convention, with a 
view to establishing a Provincial Society, was brought forward by we Pre- 
sident, £. W. Thomson, Esq., and unanimously adopted. This convention 
of delegates from the various Agricultn^ Societies of Upper Canada, 
assembled at Toronto on the 16th, 16th, and ITth July following, and aeaui 
at Hamilton on the llih August. At tiie meeting of the last named date,

from the town. The list of prizes was increased in value, of money and 
books, to about £760. The first day was devoted to the judging of stock, 
implements, <fec., and during that day none but the judges, officers of the 
association and exhibitors were admitted. On the second day all members 
of the association and other visitors who paid at the gates were admitted. 
The influx of visitors into Hamilton was very great, but unfortunately the 
weather during the whole period of the Fair was most unpropitious, rain 
falling almost continuously during the whole time. Still, however, the 
Show was a successful one, and tended to increase the public confidoice in 
the valuable results to be escpected ^m the operations of the association. 
The number of entries was about 1,700, an increase of about 650 over the 

Srevious year. Mr. Glaikson Freeman of Flamboro' West, carried off the 
anada OompanVsprize for wheat. The annual address was delivered by 
the Presideni B. W. Thomson, Esq. The Governor General, Lord Elgin, 
visited the Show, and spoke at the public dinner held on the evening of 
the second day. At the annual meeting, Hon. Adam Fer^usson was a|>- 
pointed President for the ensuing year. Sheriff Ruttan, Semor Vice Presi- 
dent, and John Wetenhall, Esq., Junior Vice President. 

The Third Annual Exhibition was held at Oobourg on the 8rd, 4th, 6th, 
and 6th days of October, 1848. The amount of prizes offered was £776, 
the premiums being all payable in money, and the diplomas, when given, 
beinff made to accompany the highest prizes,, instead of the lowest The 
weattier at the commencement of the week was unpropitious, but in a peon- 
niary point of view and otherwise, the Exhibition was a successful one. 
The number of entries was about 1,500. The number of visitors was com- 
puted at 6,000 or 7,000 ; and the sale of tickets for admission at the gates 
produced £152 6s. 7id The Canada Company's prize for the best 26 
bushels of fall wheat was again carried off by Mr. Clarkson Freeman, <d 
Flamboro' West. ' Sheriff Ruttan was elected President, and Georee Buck- 
land, Esq., Secretary, in place of Mr. Edmunson, who had removed to the 
States. 

The Fourth Provindal Exhibition was held at Kingston, on the 18th, 
19th, 20th and 21st of September, 1849. The premium list was very con- 
siderably extended, the value of the prizes offered amounting to nearly 
£1,500. The association were enabled to be thus liberal,!^ having received 
an annual grant from the Government qf £260, and a special grant of 
£850 to provide for onfcstanding liabilities. The City of Eangston and the 
Midland District had also suMcribed £600 for the purnoees of the Show. 
The weather was agreeable, and on Wednesday the numoer of visitors was 
6,000 or 6,000, and on Thursday still greater. Professor J. W. Johnston, 
of Edinburgh, delivered an Address on Thursday evening. The number 
of entries was 1429, and the amount of prizes awarded, £700, only half 
the amount offered, a result due to the absence of full competition. John 
Wetenhall, Esq., M. P. P., was appointed President for the ensuing year, 
and T. G; Bidout» Esq., Treasurer. 

In 1850, the prize list amounted to £1,276 lis. 9d., the Government 
having maide a grant of £600 to the Association. The Exhibition was hM 
at Niagara, on w ISth, 19th and 20th September, on a site between ihc 
tpwn and Steamboat LMnding. The weather was &vorable, with Uie exo^
